‘Passenger Boat Makes Trip 


Wonderful Experience. 


“Anything on . Atlantic; 
Bay City Greets Ship. 


(Continued from First Page.) 


| thing is absolutely first-class, some- 
| thing that can be said of no vessel 
of the Atlantic fleet. for they all 
preserve class distinctions. The Har- 
vard is typically a western creation, 
for it has abolished all minor 
Classes. Those who have sailed on 
the Atlantic liners will recall the 


three decks, the upper one barred to 
the second-class passengers, and the 
| middie deck closed to the steerage, 
| where men, women and children are 
| herded Uke animals in the stock- 

yards. It is a weak compromise be- 
| tween royalty and democracy. On 
the Harvard there is one class. 
Every deck, every saloon is open to 
| every passenger. There are four 
| decks in all; but each of them Is as 
| free as the streets and the parks to 
those one’ aboard. Only under the 

American flag would such a service 
| be possible. 

As observed the Harvard's long 
graceful lines and her immaculate 
| whiteness as she rode at anchor at 
Los Angeles Harbor and later, on 
her: upper deck as we steamed 
through the harbor craft, past the 
breakwater and out to sea. a vision 
came to me of a great white swan 
gliding among lesser water fowl on 
a summer lake. 

FREIGHT PAYS BILL. 

To compare her to the Harvard 
of the days before the war is like 
comparing the automobile models of 
1908 to this year’s limousine. 

In the hold of the vessel are spa- 
, clous compartments capable of car- 
rying 750 tons of freight; and like 
the railroads, it is the freight that 
makes the service possible. The 
passenger service is something of a 
luxury to the company, but it is the 
boat's chief attraction. 

There were finely furnished cafes 
in: Los Angeles and San Francisco 
before the Volstead Act was passed, 
but none of them excelled in artistic 
effect the dancing saloon on the mid- 
| dle deck of the Harvard. Artists of 
national renown decorated the 
paneled walls and gave to the ceil- 
ing ite delicate pastel shades. The 
capacious dancing floor is of inlaid 
hardwood, smooth as lished mar- 
ble. Twenty masterpieces, painted 
on the panels carry the legend of 
terpsichorean art from the daugh- 
ters of ancient Troy to those of mod- 
ern Los Angeles. 

DANCE WAY BETWEEN PORTS. 

Dancing one's way from Los An- 
geles to San Francisco is no longer 
an allegory. It will take place every 
time the Harvard sails north. 

Equally attractive in its artistic 
effect is the dining-room on the main 
deck and the drawing-room above.

CAMPBELL REFUSES 
TO CALL SESSION.

ARIZONA GOVERNOR TO ALSO 
FIGHT ANY CUTS IN 
SCHOOL FUNDS. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PHOENIX, Aug. 6.—Gov. Camp- 
bell today refused to call a special 
session of the Legislature asked by 
the “Nogales tax conference in the 
hope of reducing the large appro- 
priations made by the regular ses- 
sion in March. In a lengthy letter, 
addressed to Chairman John R. Nor- 
ton of the conference, the Gover- 
nor said that a special seasion would 
fall in the object desired and would 
merely mean added expense to the 
taxpayer. He stated he would op- 
pose any reduction of school funds, 
feeling that Arizona should main- 
tain her high standard in education. 
Nearly all the appropriations of 
$805,000 for highway construction 
have been contracted or are pledged, 
so that national ald may now be se- 
cured. Letters from all the State de- 
partments assured the Governor that 
the administrative appropriations 
cannot be cut very deeply. The Gov- 
ernor advised Chairman Norton that 
he is having prepared a complete 
fiscal statement of the affairs of the 
State. Thig will be given wide pub- 
licity. At an early date he plans to 
call into conference all the executive 
heads of the State government in 
the hope of inaugurating a savings 
reserve that will become a cash 
credit for the State by the end of 
the fiscal year. 

Chairman Norton 
the message 
expressed the opinion that the Gov- 
ernon has adopted the right and 
wise stand and that the 
will appreciate it. 

Adding “we taxpayers want it un- 
derstood that no politics entered in- 
to this and reductions amounting to 
about $1,600,000, were put up to the 
Governor purely in the interest of 
the taxpayer. I feel that his course 
will accomplish much good.’ 


BOY’S BASKET HIDES 
JUGS OF MOONSHINE.

WASHINGTON NEWS IN BRIEF. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Republican Senators are becoming 
impatient ever the White House silence regarding perce negotia- 
tiens with Germany.

Sometimes they grow in such vast 
numbers on the edge of pool or ba- 
sin that they give an appearance of 
a dirty brown slime, which seems to 
belie their reputation for beauty. 
But when properly cleaned and 
mounted under a microscope, they 
are seen to a glassy shell-like 
covering, which is ornamented with 
most intricate and complicated and 
delightfully fascinating markings 
and sculpturings. It is to these 
characters that the enthusiastic dia- 
tomist refers when he speaks of the 
most beautiful plants. 

On account of their glassy nature 
diatom shells are practically inde- 
structible.

ervation of such vast numbers for 
millions of years but it also explains 
their usefulness to mankind in cer- 
tain ways.

| Poses. One enterprising tooth- 
powder manufacturer even uses 
them largely in his powder, which

easily absorbs a great deal of nitro- 
glycerine hence it is used for the 
of dynamite.

OS ANGELES AND THE COLORADO 
RIVER. 

The controversy that has arisen over 
control of proposed Colorado River power 
enterprises is upfertunate and dangerous. 
Such controversies, as previously pointed 
out by The Times, tend to bieck the fruition 
of any Colerado River control project and 
to postpome the tremendous benefits that 
will accrue to the whole Southwest from 
the harnessed river. Wrangling between 
communities and between various interests 
makes it dificult, and very likely imposst- 
ble, to undertake the work. Teamwork on 
the part of the people of the Southwest, on 
the other hand, will enable the people of 
this generation to participate tm the huge 
benefits of one of the greatest natural as 
sets that any people ever bad. 

A second danger in the controversy 
brought about by the Public Service Com- 
mission of Los Angeles is that this city is 
made to appear to be seeking a monopoly 
of power at the expense of other commun!- 
ties. That this is a serious danger is evi- 
denced by the storm of protest from other 
cities and towns of Southern California and 
from Arizona and Nevada. Although the 
schiem is based on « misconception of the 
true situation, it is nevertheless widening 
aad deepening, altogether contrary to 
the stromg bonds of common interest that 
have existed and that should continue to 
exist between Los Angeles and its neigh- 
bors. Los Angeles and its neighboring 
communities have too much in common, 
their interests are too closely identified to 
be opposed te each other on any matter of 
general public welfare. Yet the fll-advised 
activities of the local Public Service Board 
have arrayed thé cities and towns of South- 


of the Public Service Board is chiefly sup- 
ported by a few public ownership faddists, 
is unauthorized by the City Council and Is 
forth without the auhtority or consent 
of the people at large. 

Typical of the sentiment tn Southern Cal- 
ffornia outside Los Angeles is the following 
extract from an article that appeared in the 
Coalinga Record of July 18: 

At a meeting of the editors of River- 
side county, representatives of many 
county chambers of commerce, the dl- 
rectors of the Riverside Chamber of 
Commerce and prominent interests of 
San Bernardino, it was decided last 
night to organize a general committee 
that will prepare for a fight against the 
attempted power monopoly of the city 
of Los Angeles, not only in the interior 
counties of the State, but also in every 

of the State possibly interested. 
utions were prepared and passed 
condemning the present attitude of Los 

Angeles. 

Similar articles are appearing in papers 
all over Southern California and protests 
are being made in Nevada and Arizona be- 
cause of the efforts of the Los Angeles 
board to secure the power development 
rights at Boulder Canyon. Los Angeles 
business men say there is a danger that a 
boycott against Los Angeles products may 
be established in many communities and 
that, in any event, business relations are 
likely to be disturbed if a bitter controversy 
is permitted to go on. 

Beyond question the city of Los Angeles, 
with its need of greatly increased sources 
of electrical power to meet the demand of 
its remarkable industrial growth, should 
have a substantial share of the power that 
will be developed on the Colorado Rivér. 
It appears, however, that because of legal 
obstacles the city will be unable to take 
steps to acquire an ogmership or interest in 
power development outside of the State. 
It is also impractical and inadvisable for 
the city of Los Angeles to undertake a 
power project outside of the State. 

The legal obstacies and the violent oppo 
sition from other interested communities 
would block the efforts of the Public Service 
Commission indefinitely, even if the plan 
should receive the support of the people of 
the city, which is extremely unlikely. The 
plan would also have the effect of prevent- 
ing the consummation of the project at all. 

In the light of past experiences, further- 
more, it would be unwise to place control 
of such a project in the hands of this mu- 
nicipality whose administrative officers are 
constantly changing and whose selection is 
determined by ballot. The recent sale of 
bonds by the Los Angeles City Council, a 
costly and unbusinessiike transaction that 
no corporation would be guilty of, is an ex- 
ample of the dangers of municipal control 
of business enterprises. 

With the establishment of the United 

States Power Commission and the enact- 
ment of laws governing the development 
and distribution of power the way has been 
opened for developing hydroelectric energy 
by private capital controlled by the law for 
the people. Under the present power law 
neither the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany, which proposes to build dams at Glen 
Canyon and other sites on the Colorado 
River, nor any other company can secure 
monopoly. 
The Federal Power Board and the laws 
creating it were desigped to be helpfu! and 
constructive in promoting power develop- 
ment. The new law appears to be admi- 
rably adapted to meet the conditions that 
exist, namely, heavily increasing power 
needs and splendid opportunities for power 
development. The law is well calculated 
to undo the bad effects of the pernicious, 
upbusineselike propaganda of Gifford Pin- 
chot which for a time virtually paralyzed 
important power enterprises throughout the 
country. It offers a better opening than had 
heretofore existed for the harnessing of the 
Colorado River as a power enterprise with 
the tremendous incidental advantages of re- 
moving food menace and irrigating millions 
of acres of land. 

The people of Los Angeles are not hog- 
gishly inclined. They realize that on this 
as on all other questions there must be 
teamwork, not only in Southern California, 
but in the whole of the Southwest. Cheap 
hydroelectric power is essential to the de 
velopment of our agricultural and manufac- 
turing tedustries. The one thing to be 
avoided is monopoly. There should be no 
monopoly either by the city or by any pri- 
vate corporation. The power must extend 
over the whole territory and must be de- 
veloped on that basis. it is as advanta- 
geous to Los Angeles that Riverside and 
Redlands shovld have cheap hydroelectric 
power and an abundant supply as it is for 
our own city to get it. 

Los Angeles wants the share of power 
appertaining to it, whether it be from the 
Colorado River or from the Sierras, but it 
does not want more than its just due and 


there is mo disposition on the part of the 


de 
city to rob any community, however hum- 
bie. The situation is aptly likened by En- 
gineer William Mulbolland te that of a vast 
alfalfa fleld and a herd of mules to be fed. 
Los Angeles wants to turn tts mule in along 
with the others, but not to keep the others 
out, for, properly developed and adminis 
tered, there wil] be enough for all. 
Nothing could be more unfortunate than 
the manner tn which the Public Service 
Commission has gone to work. Reclama- 
tion, trrigation and power development 
along the Colorado River form the greatest 
project ever undertaken tn the Southwest. 
It affects every California, Arizona and Ne- 
vada interest. Each has certain rights and 
interests. Co-operation is absolutely essen- 
tial. If any State or community seeks to 
get more thap ite share, dissensions will 
arise. With community arrayed against 
community the whole project will be blocked 
for a generation. 


ARDING'S PEACE PSYCHOLOGY. 

Beneath the surface of noisy animost 
tiles and querulous discontents, still so man- 
ifest in post-war readjustments, a silent 
revolution in world thought is taking place. 
It is being effected by the pressure of a 
single nation and largely by the influence 
of one man. 


The results of that revolution will not be 
so immediately apparent as have been the 
late violent eruptions in many parts of Eu- 
rope. The Lord did not speak to his proph- 
ets in the storm or the tempest, but in “the 
still small voice.” 

So the still small voice of peace, after 
nearly three years of deadlock and delusion, 
is at last being heard as strange, sweet mu- 
sic by the startled inhabitants of this globe. 

We have said there was only one nation 
im a sufficiently commanding and untram- 
meled position to start these true peace 
seeds growing in the soul of civilization. 
That nation, through the grace of God, is 
the one to which we owe proud allegiance; 
and the man whose quiet, earnest influence 
and kindly, practical common sense are 
bringing this revolution to pass is the man 
we, the people, elected last November to the 
highest of earthly honors. 


President Harding's efforts have already 
borne good fruit in the now assured dis- 
armament conference, a first step toward 
the final abolishment of war; a step for 
which all the peoples of the earth, whatever 
the policies of their governments, have 
prayed and hoped and listened since the 
last gun was hushed on that immortal Ar- 
mistice Day. But until an American Presi- 
dent took the cudgels they listened tn vain. 

Important as is this practical outcome of 
President Harding’s peace endeavors, it is 
but the first phase in the subconscious rev- 
olution from which a new world civiliza- 
tion will some day be created. 

More important, even, than the disarma- 
ment conference is the psychological effect 
produced by the President’s-words and acts 
on the minds and hearts of the common 
people, among whom be himself is grateful 
to be numbered. 

Men are beginning to think in terms of 
reasonableness and to speak in the language 
of amity and friendship. A great peace 
wave has started from Washington and is 
sweeping across the world. In this peace 
wave the petty ebullitions of narrow nation- 
alism and the tea-cup tempests of incipient 
anarchy are being absorbed and dissipated. 

Whether this nation or that nation has 
the biggest navy, whether we could whip 
you or you could whip us, whether our guns 
can shoot further than your gums or our 
poison gas wipe out more lives than your 
poison gas are questions that men and wom- 
en find every day less exciting and more 
unprofitable. 

The average American would rather tell 
of the number of nations we can help than 
of the number of nations we can whip. For 
America before any other nation can preach 
the need of peace because America before 
any other nation need have no fear of war. 

So the psychological effects of President 
Harding's peace stand are incubating siml- 
lar trains of thought in nations still fearful 
of their peighbors and susceptible to the 
malfcious mouthings of interested trouble 
makers. 

That the President owes the power for 
peace he is exerting to his exalted position 
is obvious. Woodrow Wilson, however, held 
the same high office and was able to accom- 
plish little. Evidently the personal charm 
of Harding, the man, has contributed large- 
ly to the success of his peace efforts. 


RT IN BUILDING, 

When the eariy city builders looked 
over the fair fields just south of the place 
where modest business blocks and attrac 
tive homes merged easily into Elysian acres 
and decided that here should be a space set 
aside as a breathing place where our own 
people, as well as the strangers within our 
gates, might stroll, away from the busy 
streets with their hurrying crowds and ciat- 
tering hoof-beats, criticlsam was made that 
the site was too far out; that a city park 
should be in the city and not in the country. 
The objection was overruled, and Central 
Park came into being. Soon the “roaring 
town” crept closer and closer unti] it had 
encompassed the breathing place, and tall 
bulidings began rearing their stately facades 
against the skyline. 

Then came the war and the renaming of 
Central Park for a great military leader. A 
brief hiatus, and then a tide of buildings 
which has completely changed the aspect of 
affairs around the four sides of Pershing 
Scuare. 

In al) this building one group stands out 
from the rest, and whatever fine architec- 
tural achievements may hereafter be re- 
corded, the Pacific Mutua! structures wil! be 
a monument to their owners, builders and 
architects and a source of pride to every 
resident. These buildings will stand un- 
challenged as a work of architectural beau- 
ty, in which there has been no economy 
of space, effort or money to make of them 
an outstanding feature im the very center 
of the city's teeming life. 

In point of architecture, equipment and 
execution there is probably no finer group 
of buildings in the West. In the very com- 
pleteness of detail, in the lavishness of fin- 
ish there is shown on the part of the own- 
ers a confidence in the future of Los Ange- 
les which should inspire other business 
men and other prospective builders to build 
not only for the present, but for the future 
as well; to give to the community not only 
buildings of purely utilitarian nature, but 
of enduring beauty. 

Architectural styles are subject in a de

govern fashions in dress, fashions in books 
and music, but structures such as these, 
built on digniffed lines, are immune to the 
changes of style, and the Pacific Mutual 
buildings, two decades hence, will not be 
relegated to the rear as old-fashioned, ob- 
solete structures. They may, in time, be 
superseded by even larger buildings, in 
which equipment now unknown may be 
placed, but they will lose no whit of their 
nobility. 

Magic changes are being wrought in the 
vicinity of Pershing Square, which is rap- 
idly taking on the character of the nucleus 
of the greater Los Angeles to be. The com- 
pletion of the Pacific Mutual group at the 
southern and western end of the square, the 
erection of the great Biltmore Hotel on the 
western side, the construction of the mag- 
nificent theater and office building at the 
corner of Sixth and Hill streets and the 
probable erection of the new library in the 
neighborhood of the square will set a new 
pace for Los Angeles in its great forward 
movement. It is not dificult to visualize 
the growth of a finer and more beautiful 
city radiating from this unofficial civic cen- 


And herein lies the opportunity of the 
architect. Not merely the opportunity to 
keep the drafting board filled with work, to 
prepare plans and specifications and to col 
lect fees, but to produce designs of lasting 
beauty at no sacrifice to the utilitarian pur- 
poses for which, of course, buildings of this 
nature are erected. 

The architect's name, like that of the av- 
thor or painter, should be irrevocably asso- 
clated with his work. The architect is an 
artist who creates with brick, steel and mor- 
tar and the thousand and one materials 
supplied by nature which man has adapted 
to his uses. Through the combination of 
these materials the architect gains his ef- 
fects, and how lasting these effects wil! be 
depends upon the degree of skill and artis- 
try employed. 

The architect of Southern California is 


afforded a singular opportunity to exercise 


all the genius which he possesses in bring- 
ing about new and harmonious effects; he 
is hampered in his work only in so far as 
he is governed by certain unalterable pre- 
cepts of his profession and by the require- 
ments of safety and utility. 

But here he can use materials which 
would be impracticable in the more rigor- 
ous climates of the Eastern States. He can 
employ the fine, delicately tinted terra cot- 
tas, and even marble, in exterior finish, safe 
in the knowledge that they will endure in 
the origina! charm, since they afe not sub- 
jected to the harsh climatic extremes which 
would destroy their beanty in a compara- 
tively short time. He bas a wider scope in 
the use of materials and consequently a 
broader opportunity to produce work of last- 
ing distinction. 


To a great extent the same conditions 
prevail here that made the countries bor- 
dering on the Mediterranean the cradle of 
a highly developed civilization, for centu- 
ries the center of the arts. Some of the 
world's finest structures, from which archi- 
tects of today draw much of their inspira- 
tion, are locaied on the Mediterranean 
shores. Time has dealt gently with these 
monuments of civilization of the past; with 
the passage of years the even climate of the 
Latin and Near-Eastern countries has pre 
served and ennobled rather than destroyed 
them. 


The same opportunity to build for the fu- 
ture lies before the architect of Southern 
California, and with the weaith of material 
at hand and with the very apparent grow- 
ing desire upon the part of commercial or 
ganizations, as weil as private individuals, 
to create the beautiful and the distinctive, 
the field of the architect is practically un- 
limited.

Nearby, 
according to records, some of the 
first colonists in this vicinity pitched 
their tents after lan , at what 
is now known as Savin Hill Beach. 
Later settlers deposited their val- 
vables on the lot each night, leaving 
them un protection of an armed 
colonial soldien, and returning for 
them early the next day.

FIFTEEN THOUSAND FED BY 
AMERICAN RELIEF BODY 
AT UNIVERSITIES.

WARSAW, July 18.—Fifteen thou- 
sand university students in the main 
educational centers of Warsaw, Lem- 
berg, Cracow, Lublin, Posen and 
Vilna are being fed one meal a day 
by the American Relief Administra- 
tion of the children's 
fund this summer. Warsaw has five 
kitchens devoted to serving food to 
3264 studenta, the other towns 
having smaller numbers.

FRENCH CONTRIBUTE 


SUGAR CROP 
OF RUSSIA 
MENACED. 


Plague of Caterpillars Fresh| ‘Bera 


Worry and Menace to thé 
Muchly-Harassed Reds. 


(SY DisPaT ) 

RIGA, Aug. 6.—A plague of cat- 
erpiliars has appeared in the Cherni- 
sof district, the center of the sugar 
beet district of Russia. Unless large 
supplies of insect fighting apparatus 
and poison are receiv@i within the 
next two weeks the whole sugar 
crop of Russia may be destroyed. 

Writing in Economic Life, the of- 
ficia] journal of the soviet govern- 
ment, K. Taranenko gives a vivid 
picture of the destruction wrought 
by the insects in the sugar beet belt 
and calls upon the national commis- 
sariat of Agriculture to come to the 
rescue. 

Contributing to the seriousness of 
the present situation is the shortage 
of insecticides, he writes, and he 
goes on to relate how in response to 
a requisition for 2,700,000 pounds of 
chlorides and 720,000 pounds of paris 
green made by the national sugar 
commissariat the sugar industry 
only received a scant 26,000 pounds 
which have made no impression on 
the plague. 

“Unless immediate steps are taken 
all agricultura] districts are going to 
be affected by this blight of cater- 


“Already about $0,000 acres of 
crops have been destroyed and in 
one section the caterpillars are 
inches deep and cover the ground. 

“That is not all. It is also ex- 
pected that our other crops will be 
eaten by these insects. In the east- 
ern districts the grain crops are in 
serious danger.” 

M. Taranenko continues to relate 
how during the last year the soviet 
meteorologists predicted a drought. 
In spite of this no heed was taken 
to the warning, he states, and proph- 
ecies made by agricultural experts 
that the drought would be accom- 
panied by insect plagues fell on deaf 
ears. 

“We must not forget that condi- 
tions have been bad during the last 
three years, .that there has been 
an insufficient supply of fertilizer and 
that the soll is almost exhausted,” 
he continues. 

“Because of this we have on our 
own responsibility ordered large sup- 
plies of insecticides which must 
reach us within the next two weeks 
if we are to save even a small por- 
tion of the crop. 

“All entomologists should be mo- 
biliszed and sent to the sugar beet 
districts. At present there are only 
three men lighting the plague.”
